“BREATHING NEW LIFE INTO 
OLD TRADITIONS”

Turkish carpets have long been admired for 
their rich colors and their powerful designs, 
but little is known about the women who 
make them. In 1981, 40 villages in the moun- 
tainous regions of Western Turkey formed the 
DOBAG cooperative to revitalize and con- 
serve traditional carpet weaving skills and to 
supplement family incomes in impoverished 
areas. The success of this program has af- 
fected the women’s social status within the 
family and the community, and fostered a 
new-found self respect and independence. 
Since 1990, Academy visitors have had an 


“opportunity to meet these weavers, and they 


return this year from November 7-22. Interact- 
ing with the women in her role as Traditional 
Arts Coordinator, Ms. Anderson has become, 
in her own words, “more and more interested 
in the women and less interested in the aes- 
thetics of the carpets. I want to understand the 
weaving process in its sociocultural context, 
as part of everyday village life.” 

In this talk, Ms. Anderson will describe her 
visit earlier this year to remote villages in the 
Aegean Peninsula. She will discuss the process 
of making a rug, and most importantly, the 
lives of these hospitable, talented women.

While travelling in the Peru- 
vian Amazon Basin in 1982, 
Roxanne Kremer learned about 
the threats to the rainforest and 
the unique “pink” river dolphins 
which inhabit its rivers. Since 
then, she has dedicated herself 
to preserving this endangered 
area and its indigenous peoples. 

In 1986, Ms. Kremer estab- 
lished the International Society 
for the Preservation of the 
Tropical Rainforest (1.S.P.T.R.) 
and its first project, Preservation 
of the Amazonian River Dolphin 
(P.A.R.D.). These organizations 
helped establish Cumaceba Re- 
serve, now protected from de- 
forestation, and the first river 
dolphin reserve on the Amazon. 
Last fune, LS.P.TR. and P.A.RD. 
participated in the “Earth Sum- 
mit” in Rio de Janeiro.
